Courses in advanced engineering technology for computers, data communi¬ 
cations and telecommunications as well as structures, reliability and cost 
management are among 75 courses offered during the first year of CEE operation 
in West Berlin. The program will expand to include more than 200 offerings per 
year. 


Classes begin at the International Conference Center January 7, 1980. 
Approximately 15 percent of the instructors are members of the GW faculty; others 
are leaders from American industry, government and other universities. GW will 
have a European manager to oversee program operation and assist in marketing and 
course development. 

An extension of GW's School of Engineering and Applied Science, Continuing 
Engineering Education helps engineers and scientists maintain current knowledge 
in their fast-growing technical fields.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — In an effort to attract more women to careers in 
engineering, George Washington University’s School of Engineering and Applied 
Science recently added St. Joseph’s College for Women in West Hartford, 

Connecticut to its dual degree program. 

In the dual degree program, undergraduates attend three years at a liberal 
arts college and two years at GW in one of four professional engineering areas— 
civil, mechanical, electrical or operations research. Graduates receive a 
bachelor's degree from both institutions. 

M Students fulfill the math and science requirements for engineering at the 
initial school and the professional engineering requirements at GW," explained 
GW Engineering Admissions Manager William F. Shanahan. M By getting a dual degree, 
they get more humanities and social sciences, 11 he said. 

The dual degree program was initiated at GW six years ago with Hampton Institute 
in Virginia, a predominantly black institution. Since then, Bowie State College 
in Maryland and Virginia Commonwealth University in Virginia have also established 
dual degree programs with GW. 

Negotiations are underway to add Hood College in Maryland and Randolph-Macon 
College in Virginia to GW’s dual degree program next fall, according to Shanahan.

ST. MARY'S COURT — Constructed by the Episcopal Diocese of Washington, 

St. Mary's Court is a multi-faceted residence designed to provide a 
self-sustaining environment for low and moderate income elderly and 
handicapped persons. The population of St. Mary's Court reflects the 
racial composition of the elderly population of the District of 
Columbia and includes persons from a wide range of economic and social 
backgrounds, all living together in a secure and pleasant environment. 

The only facility of its kind in the District, it features in-house 
health, legal and social services provided by The George Washington 
University. The facilities are housed in a nine-story building 
accommodating 157 persons in 123 efficiency and 17 one-bedroom apartments. 

725 24th Street, N.W. 

Between G and H Streets, adjacent to St. Mary's Episcopal Church. 

One-half acre site leased from the District of Columbia government. 

Located on the first floor of the building, The George Washington Univer¬ 
sity Professional Services Center will offer medical care, health 
education, legal counseling, social work counseling, recreational 
therapy, and physical fitness training. As part of the GWU Gerontology 
Program, the center will be staffed by faculty and students of the 
University's School of Medicine and Health Sciences, National Law Center, 
Graduate School, and the Deoartments of Health Care Administration, 
Education, and Human Kinetics and Leisure Studies. The proximity 
to GWU will provide a unique opportunity to provide elderly residents 
with medical and other professional services, and to give students from 
different disciplines experience in a clinic setting. The building will 
also contain a main lounge, a multi-purpose room, library, common dining 
room, laundry, barber/beauty shop, and street level terrace. 

Cost -- $4.2 million, financed with a loan from the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

Builders -- James G. Davis Construction Co., of Rockville, MD

St. Mary's Court was constructed on the site of one of the first public 
housing projects in the District. That project, also named St. Mary's 
Court, was torn down in 1972. These new facilities are the first to 
be built in the District under the recent reactivation of Section 202 
(elderly and handicapped) of the Housing Act of 1959. 

St. Mary's Church, founded in 1866, was the first black Episcopal Church 
in the nation's capital. It is now involved in community work with 
Foggy Bottom area residents and initiated the concept of the St. Mary's 
Court project. 

Designed by the 19th century architect James Renwick, St. Mary's Church 
is on the National Register of Historic Places.

PIONEER IN WOMEN'S STUDIES RETIRES FROM GW 
WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The woman whose mother once told her married women 
shouldn't work-- "no need to take a job away from a man"-- but whose doctoral 
dissertation was the cornerstone for a pioneer women's course that began at 
George Washington University is retiring from GW this month. 

Her course, entitled "Developing New Horizons for Women," was a prototype for 
women's educational programs across the country and has, in the past 15 years, 
spawned a Continuing Education for Women Center, which she directs; a graduate degree 
program in women's studies; and career training programs in legal assistance, 
landscape architecture, publications, management, and fund raising at GW. 

More than 5,000 women from 57 countries aged 18 to 70 (but mostly, middled-aged 
homemakers and mothers) have completed Dr. Ruth H. Osborn's course and many have 
gone on for degree work. 

"It's shocking what happens to mothers in this country," Osborn told The New 
York Times in 1966, soon after she originated the women's course at GW. "They die 
at 40 and aren't buried until they're 80," she said. 

Osborn has many success stories to tell about her graduates, but a favorite 
is Charlotte Conable^who kept a newspaper clipping about the continuing education 
program for two years before enrolling. Now she serves as public policy coordinator 
for GW's women's studies program. Recently she and four other congressional wives 
told a House committee hearing on problems of women at mid-life of the difficulties

even the most advantaged middle-aged women face trying to reenter the job market 
after raising a family. 

Osborn's "Horizons" course teaches women to identify and develop their 
individual potential. Through self-evaluation exercises, aptitude and personality 
tests, lectures, group discussions and individual counseling, women discover their 
potential and consider the options of education, career entry or expansion or 
community service. 

Potential is an interaction of climate or social environment, motivation, 
abilities, interests, personal qualities and choices, Osborn tells her students, 
and education is the chief means by which potential is developed. That translates 
into a formula that looks like this: P= (CxMxAxI xPQxC) E 

"I showed this to one of our (GW) engineers," Osborn recalls. His response 
was, "It will never work, because if any part of the formula is zero, the whole 
thing is zero." 

"What do you think has been happening?" Osborn replied. 

Soon after the "Horizons" course began in 1964, it became apparent that most 
women's schedules couldn't be accommodated on campus. According to Osborn, GW 
became the first university in the area to use a community outreach approach and 
transplant university courses to community centers and churches throughout the 
area. 

Osborn, who points out that she did her research on which the program was 
based about the same time Betty Friedan wrote The Feminine Mystique , credited by 
many as marking the beginning the modern women's movement, is careful to define 
herself as a revolutionary, rather than a radical. "I may be a revolutionary if 
you define that as bringing about change within the same social structure," she said. 

However, she admits the nature of courses offered by the Continuing Education 
for Women Center has changed from what might be considered traditional offerings

in education and art appreciation to such nuts-and-bolts as assertive communication, 
overcoming math anxiety and managerial decision-making. 

"Career training skills become more important as we got more women students 
who were uneasy about their marriages," Osborn explained. "In the beginning, no 
one ever mentioned they were on the verge of a divorce. They thought they were 
the only ones this was happening to." 

Concerning the future of women's career training and education, Osborn is 
hesitant to agree that programs such as hers may become obsolete. "We are 
working toward full partnership (with men), but unless focus is maintained on 
women's needs and bridging the gap (between home and labor force), we'll go back¬ 
wards," she said, adding that programs wi th career orientations will continue to 
prosper as the number of working women increases. 

Mostly, Osborn says, she hopes women will realize how well off they are today 
and use their abilities to the fullest in making contributions to the world. 
"Historically, we must realize there was a time in this country when women couldn't 
vote, attend college, own property or belong to women's clubs openly," she said. 

Now, she says, women can work or not, marry or not, go to school or not. 

As for pay, Osborn says she's "the highest-paid person at GW in psychic income."

Besides classroom 
instruction, the program includes on-the-job training at local offices that handle 
legal problems of the elderly. 

The 22 persons, who received certificates at a graduation ceremony in June, 
took courses focusing on legal problems of Social Security, pensions, veterans' benefits 
disability claims, medicare, medicaid, taxes, and trusts and estates. The next session 
of the program, offered by the law school's Institute of Law and Aging, begins in 
September.
